Board  of  Selectmen 


The  year  2001  should  have  been  a  quiet  year.  Or  so  I  had  hoped,  it  being  my  first  time  as  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  As  quiet  years  go,  we  had  one  of  the  worst  snow  seasons  in  recent 
memory.  Our  entire  Winter  Maintenance  budget  seemed  to  go  in  a  flash.  That  was  followed  by  a  spring 
plagued  by  deluges  repetitively  washing  out  roads,  both  new  and  old.  Summer  brought  a  welcome  relief, 
time  to  repair  the  damages  and  assess  the  finances  of  the  Town. 

Negotiations  continued  with  the  police  union  throughout  the  summer,  culminating  in  an  agreement  on 
the  first  contract  terms  to  be  presented  for  ratification  on  this  year's  ballot.  I  see  this  as  further  indication 
of  the  growth  and  urbanization  of  the  Town.  Paid  employees  of  the  Town  have  grown  to  where  there  are 
now  about  125  employees  of  the  Town.  This  is  in  addition  to  and  in  support  of  all  the  volunteers  that 
continue  to  diligently  provide  essential  services  on  a  daily  basis. 

Trash  collection  continues  to  be  an  issue.  Waste  Management  had  adopted  one-day  collection,  which 
was  originally  proposed  by  the  Town  and  it  seems  to  be  working  better.  We  hope  for  continued 
improvement.  The  recycling  center  has  more  business  than  ever.  Waste  Management  has  taken  notice  of 
the  volume  generated  from  the  center  and  we  are  expecting  proposals  for  more  curbside  recycling  in  the 
near  future. 

The  Town  installed  a  new  computer  system  to  maintain  our  property  assessment  records.  The 
conversion  will  be  complete  in  2002,  as  we  prepare  for  State  assessment  certification  to  come  in  2004. 

Recreation  had  another  banner  year  between  the  Community  Center  programs  and  Sun'n'Fun.  The 
athletic  fields  at  the  Pope  Recreation  area  are  in  constant  usage  during  the  Spring-Summer-Falls  seasons 
and  there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  more  will  be  needed  in  the  future. 

At  the  end  of  my  first  term  as  Selectmen  and  first  year  as  Chairman,  I  can  reflect  on  what  an  education  I 
have  received.  I  appreciate  the  many  residents  who  have  called  with  advice,  information,  and  yes,  even 
those  with  complaints.  You  all  are  important.  The  Board  does  listen.  Atkinson  remains  a  nice  place  to 
live,  with  nice  residents.  We  continue  to  be  fiscally  sound  and  responsive. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  1  would  like  to  thank  the  employees,  the  volunteers  and  all  of  you, 
the  residents,  for  making  2001  another  successful  year  for  Atkinson.

Municipal  Budget  Committee 


The  Budget  Committee  has  recommended  a  town  operation  budget  for  2002  in  the  amount  of 
$3,023,676.00.  This  amount  represents  an  approximate  4.1%  increase  over  the  fiscal  2001  operating 
budget  of  $2,903,320.00. 

Recognizing  the  current  condition  of  the  local  economy,  the  Budget  Committee  made  every  reasonable 
attempt  to  hold  the  hold  the  line  on  the  operating  budget.  After  several  meetings  with  department  heads 
and  town  officials,  reviewing  the  budget  and  listening  to  those  comments  made  at  the  January  15.  2002 
Public  Hearing,  we  made  our  final  recommendations. 

We  are  also  recommending  the  passage  of  $464,661  in  warrant  articles.  These  include:

The  Code  of  Ethics  Committee  members  hope  that  these  proposed  changes  will  help  to  clarify  the 
process  of  those  sections  being  changed. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  voters  for  their  support  in  approving  the  2000  Town  Warrant  Articles  that 
we  had  submitted. 

We  are  open  to  any  questions  or  comments  regarding  the  meaning,  intent,  and  interpretation  of  the  Code 
of  Ethics  Ordinance  that  you  may  have.

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Conservation  Commission 


I  he  Atkinson  Conservation  Commission  is  an  all-volunteer  group  which  is  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  It  operates  under  the  auspices  of  New  Hampshire  RSA  36-A,  which  empowers  the 
Conservation  Commission  to  provide  "for  the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the  natural  resources 
and  for  the  protection  of  watershed  resources  of  said  city  or  town."  The  Commission  is  the  only  local 
board  specifically  charged  to  protect  the  natural  resources  of  the  Town,  and  as  such  provides  a  focal 
point  within  town  government  for  environmental  concerns.  The  Atkinson  Conservation  Commission 
serves  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  NH  State  Wetlands  Bureau  and  the  Atkinson  Planning  Board  and 
Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

Year  2001  Activities 

The  past  year  was  again  marked  by  an  intense  flurry  of  development  activity  and  a  remarkable  rise  in  the 
price  of  real  estate  and  new  homes.  This  resulted  in  efforts  to  develop  several  marginal  land  parcels, 
which  in  the  past  would  have  been  deemed  too  expensive  to  build  upon.  As  the  price  of  land  increased 
and  the  amount  of  available  buildable  land  continued  to  decrease,  the  Conservation  Commission  was 
kept  busy  in  a  variety  of  efforts  to  oversee  and  protect  those  natural  resources  of  our  town  which  would 
be  potentially  impacted  by  these  projects.  In  our  advisory  roles,  we  were  called  upon  numerous  times  to 
examine  plans  for  new  developments,  to  conduct  site  walks,  and  to  provide  opinions  on  many  wetland 
zoning  variance  requests. 

The  Commission  also  sponsored  a  Boy  Scout  Eagle  project,  which  succeeded  in  rebuilding  and  re- 
blazing  the  interpretive  nature  trail  network  on  the  Ruth  Marshall  Conservation  Land,  which  abuts  Big 
Island  Pond  off  of  Boulder  Cove  Road.  The  scouts'  work  implemented  the  educational  material  and  trail 
layout  suggestions  made  previously  in  a  report  produced  by  a  group  of  UNH  Natural  Resources 
students.  Another  Eagle  Scout  project  involved  the  construction  and  installation  of  several  wood  duck 
boxes  at  various  wetland  locations  around  town.  The  Commission  is  deeply  indebted  to  these  hard- 
working and  conservation-minded  Scouts! 

Members  of  the  Commission  attended  several  workshops  throughout  the  year  in  an  effort  to  keep  current 
on  the  latest  conservation  tools  and  techniques.  Topics  of  the  workshops  included  land  easements  and 
protection  techniques,  wetland  and  wildlife  habitat  identification,  understanding  the  Land  and 
Community  Heritage  Investment  Program  (LCHIP),  and  documentation  and  mapping  of  conservation 
lands. 

The  Conservation  Fund 

The  Conservation  Fund  is  a  permanent  fund  established  by  the  Town  for  the  purpose  of  open  space 
protection  and  preservation.  The  rules  for  funding  and  use  of  the  Fund  are  governed  by  New  Hampshire 
law,  which  specifies,  among  other  things,  that  the  Fund  is  a  "non-lapsing"  account  (i.e.  it  is  carried  over 
from  year  to  year)  and  that  money  can  only  be  spent  from  the  fund  after  approval  by  the  Conservation 
Commission  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  current  primary  funding  mechanism  for  the  Conservation  Fund  is  the  Current  Use  Change  Tax.  In 
essence,  as  open  space  land  is  developed  and  its  tax  status  changes,  money  is  deposited  into  the  Fund. 
Thus,  the  Use  Change  Tax  is  the  perfect  funding  vehicle  for  the  Conservation  Fund,  as  the  rate  of 
deposits  to  the  fund  is  directly  proportional  to  the  rate  of  development.  As  open  space  disappears  from 
our  landscape,  the  Conservation  Fund  is  empowered  to  protect  and  preserve  some  of  the  remaining  open 
space  with  the  funds  that  it  receives. 
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As  you  can  see  by  the  numbers  at  the  bottom  of  this  report,  over  $500,000  was  deposited  to  the 
Conservation  Fund  in  2001,  an  amount  which  was  frankly  shocking  to  even  the  members  of  the 
Commission.  While  we  were  pleased  to  have  that  money  set  aside  for  open  space  preservation,  the 
relative  amount  of  money  collected  compared  to  previous  years  served  to  starkly  illustrate  just  how 
quickly  development  was  proceeding  in  Atkinson  and  also  how  much  demand  there  was  for  new 
development.  After  the  year  2000' s  decline  in  revenue  ($67,000  collected  in  2000  as  opposed  to 
$276,000  in  1999),  we  thought  that  the  Change  Tax  Revenue  was  once  again  returning  to  more  normal 
levels  (a  median  of  $33,647  per  year  for  the  1 1  year  period  prior  to  2000).  However,  as  it  turns  out,  the 
price  of  land  and  the  demand  for  new  housing  once  again  pushed  revenues  to  an  all-time  high  in  2001. 

Use  of  the  Conservation  Fund 

So  the  obvious  question  is  "How  is  this  money  being  used?"  The  answer  is  that  the  money  is  being 
saved  (earning  interest,  of  course)  in  anticipation  of  being  able  to  fully  maximize  its  value  when  an 
especially  vital  protection  project  comes  along.  In  addition  to  fee-simple  purchases  of  land,  the 
Commission  is  also  pursuing  alternative  means  of  land  protection  such  as  conservation  easements  and 
purchase  of  development  rights.  However,  these  types  of  protection  mechanisms  take  much  longer  to 
implement  due  to  the  landowner  education  process  required  and  the  need  to  construct  each  deal  in  a 
unique  manner.  (It  is  also  worth  noting  that  over  $335,000  of  the  2001  receipts  came  into  the 
Conservation  Fund  in  the  month  of  December  2001,  so  the  Commission  has  not  really  had  time  to  even 
consider,  much  less  fully  develop  a  plan  for  its  use.) 

The  next  obvious  question  is  "Don't  you  have  enough  money  in  the  Conservation  Fund  yet?"  The 
answer  is  that  even  with  over  $728,000  in  the  bank,  the  current  historically  high  property  values  argue 
against  purchasing  development  rights  of.  or  buying  outright,  any  significant  parcel  of  land  in  the 
immediate  future.  Although  some  may  doubt  that  prices  will  go  lower,  history  has  shown  that  real  estate 
prices  always  move  in  cycles,  and  the  trick  is  to  buy  when  the  market  is  down.  Thus,  although  there  may 
be  a  "surplus"  in  the  Conservation  Fund  for  some  period  of  time,  it  is  critically  important  to  continue 
making  regular  contributions  to  the  Fund  in  order  to  keep  it  effective  in  the  future. 

The  Commission  is  always  interested  in  talking  with  Atkinson  landowners  about  the  possibility  of 
acquiring  or  protecting  land  parcels  which  are  significant  from  an  ecological  and/or  scenic  perspective, 
and  about  the  variety  of  financial  arrangements  and  land  use  practices  which  can  be  mutually  beneficial 
to  both  the  owner/seller  and  to  the  Town.  Many  landowners  are  unaware  of  the  significant  impact  that 
Federal  inheritance  taxes  can  have  on  even  a  small  to  medium  size  estate  which  includes  land  whose 
value  has  significantly  appreciated  over  the  years.  There  have  been  many  cases  where  lack  of  proper 
planning  has  resulted  in  a  large  inheritance  tax,  and  the  heirs  have  been  forced  to  sell  off  or  develop 
property  which  they  had  intended  to  keep  in  the  family  for  generations.  The  Commission  is  always 
willing  and  available  to  help  begin  the  land  protection  education  process. 

Why  Spend  Money  on  Preserving  Open  Space? 

Since  1998.  you  the  Townspeople  have  continually  expressed  your  support  for  the  full  allocation  of  the 
Current  Use  Change  Tax  to  the  Conservation  Fund.  Your  support  clearly  demonstrates  that  preservation 
of  open  space  continues  to  be  a  top  priority  among  the  residents  of  Atkinson.  Once  again,  there  is  a 
warrant  article  on  the  ballot  which  proposes  to  halt  all  contributions  of  the  Current  Use  Change  Tax  to 
the  Conservation  Fund.  We  ask  for  your  support  in  once  again  opposing  this  article  and  helping  to  defeat 
it  at  the  polls. 
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Let  the  Conservation  Commission  members  be  the  first  ones  to  sympathize  with  the  ethic  of  frugality. 
After  all,  the  very  definition  of  "conservation"  is  saving!  However,  we  recognize  that  this  year,  with  the 
economy  in  decline  and  everyone  taking  an  even  more  critical  look  at  the  taxes  they  pay,  it  is  difficult  to 
justify  putting  money  in  the  bank  for  future  land  preservation  when  there  are  so  many  other  current 
needs  going  unmet.  But  while  it  is  easy  to  look  back  on  the  Use  Change  Tax  money  collected  last  year 
and  say,  "Think  of  what  we  could  have  bought  with  that  money!",  we  assert  that  it  is  important  to  keep 
in  perspective  where  that  money  is  coming  from,  and  even  more  importantly  what  it  is  going  to  be  used 
for. 

First  of  all,  the  money  is  coming  in  as  a  direct  result  of  loss  of  open  space  and  the  development  of  that 
land.  However,  if  you  speak  to  the  new  residents  of  those  developments,  inevitably  they  will  tell  you 
that  the  reason  they  chose  to  live  in  Atkinson  is  exactly  the  "open  space  and  rural  character"  that  those 
open  spaces  bring  to  our  Town.  Nine  times  out  of  ten  they  move  to  Atkinson  to  escape  "overbuilt" 
towns  which  took  their  open  spaces  for  granted,  and  lost  them  before  they  realized  it.  And  while  we 
don't  have  space  to  fully  discuss  it  here,  there  is  ample  evidence  that  housing  development  actually  has  a 
negative  impact  on  property  taxes  -  for  each  housing  unit  built,  the  taxes  on  your  existing  house  will  go 
up! 


In  order  to  keep  Atkinson  an  attractive  (and  affordable)  place  to  live  and  work,  we  need  to  maintain 
exactly  those  qualities  which  attracted  us  here  in  the  first  place,  and  not  take  our  open  spaces  for 
granted.  People  who  have  lived  here  all  their  lives  may  find  it  hard  to  imagine  the  farm  next  door  being 
turned  into  a  housing  development,  but  it  is  happening  all  across  the  country,  and  Atkinson  is  especially 
vulnerable,  it  is  impossible  and  most  likely  unwise  to  try  to  severely  limit  development,  so  perhaps  the 
next  best  thing  is  to  make  sure  that  the  loss  of  open  space  due  to  development  is  offset  by  the 
preservation  in  perpetuity  of  other  lands. If  you  agree,  then  you  must  conclude  that  the  use  of  the  Current 
Use  Change  Tax  as  a  funding  mechanism  for  open  space  preservation  strikes  a  perfect  balance.  Please 
help  us  to  protect  and  preserve  open  space  in  Atkinson  by  preserving  the  contribution  of  the  Current  Use 
Change  Tax  to  the  Conservation  Fund! 

Help  Wanted! 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  always  seeking  additional  new  members  and  volunteers  for  projects 
throughout  the  community.  The  Commission  consists  of  7  full-time  members,  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  for  3-year  terms,  and  2  alternates,  appointed  for  I  year.  Meetings  are  held  the  T'  Monday  of 
each  month  at  7:30  in  the  Town  Hall.  If  you  are  interested  in  serving  on  the  Commission  or  simply 
curious  about  the  workings  of  the  Commission,  please  attend  a  meeting  or  contact  the  Atkinson 
Selectmen's  office. 

We  are  also  very  interested  in  establishing  a  system  of  volunteer  "land  stewards"  to  help  us  oversee  and 
maintain  our  Town  Forests  and  Conservation  Lands.  Perhaps  you  live  near  one  of  these  parcels  and  use 
it  on  a  regular  basis,  but  just  aren't  interested  in  becoming  a  regular  Commission  member.  If  so,  we 
would  love  to  hear  from  you!  Our  small  and  busy  group  would  gladly  welcome  any  and  all  "eyes,  ears, 
and  hands"  in  the  field  to  let  us  know  of  any  issues  and  to  help  maintain  the  Town  Lands  in  general. 
Again  please  contact  the  Commission  chairman  or  the  Atkinson  Selectmen's  office  if  you  are  able  to 
help.

am  pleased  to  advise  the  residents  of  Atkinson  that  2001  was  one  of  the  most  productive  years  that 
the  Police  Department  has  had  in  providing  services  to  our  senior  citizens. 


We  have  provided  more  transports  than  we  did  in  the  past  two  years  combined.  We  provide 
transportation  to  doctors,  friends,  hospital  (non-emergency)  and  to  local  shopping  centers.  We  pick  up 
prescriptions,  mail,  bread,  milk  and  many  other  various  items. 

During  2001  we  put  in  service  a  wheelchair  van.  This  now  has  allowed  us  to  transport  seniors  that  are 
restricted  to  a  wheelchair.  One  resident  stated  that  this  was  the  first  time  that  she  was  able  to  go  to  a 
shopping  center  since  she  was  confined  to  a  wheelchair. 

All  of  the  above  services  are  free  of  charge  to  any  Atkinson  resident. 

In  May  we  sponsored  our  fifth  senior  citizen  big  band  concert.  The  response  was  great  and  all  that 
attended  had  a  terrific  time.  We  also  held  our  annual  flue  shot  clinic  at  the  Town  Hall.  In  2000  we  had 
219  seniors  attend  to  get  their  flue  shots,  last  year  we  well  surpassed  that  amount  and  dispensed  329  flu 
shots.  This  has  turned  into  such  a  large  event,  that  this  year  we  will  be  holding  the  flu  clinic  at  the 
Community  Center. 

Please  keep  in  mind  that  if  any  senior  should  have  any  problems  with  contractors,  retail  outlets,  or  any 
other  situations  that  they  are  unable  to  handle  on  their  own,  they  only  need  to  give  us  a  call  and  we  will 
do  everything  possible  to  help  rectify  their  problem. 

We  have  many  medical  appliances  such  as  wheelchairs,  crutches,  walkers  and  shower  seats  available  at 
the  Police  Station.  If  you  find  yourself  in  need  of  one  of  these  appliances,  please  give  us  a  call  and  we 
will  deliver  it  directly  to  your  door. 

As  Director  of  Atkinson's  Elderly  Affairs  Department,  I  have  made  myself  available  to  any  Atkinson 
senior,  to  sit  down  and  discuss  any  problems  or  concerns  they  may  have.

he  agency  has  been  very  busy  this  past  year.  A  new  director,  Beverley  Wyman  was  hired  in 
February.  Rich  Cram  and  Leslie  Miller  continue  with  their  commitment  to  the  agency. 


Over  this  last  year,  we  serviced  739  youth  for  an  increase  in  direct  referrals  of  slightly  more  than  100%. 
We  more  than  doubled  the  youth  that  we  served.  This  phenomenal  growth  was  in  part  due  to  active 
involvement  out  in  the  community  giving  presentations  and  workshops,  and  being  in  active  contact  with 
our  referral  sources.  Previous  growth  rates  had  varied  between  12  -  20%  in  the  past  three  years. 

A  survey  was  conducted  in  March  2001  in  order  to  gain  information  and  feedback  from  our  referral 
sources  as  to  the  needs  of  the  communities  we  served  and  the  areas  that  most  needed  to  be  addressed. 
This  survey  was  conducted  with  the  police  chiefs,  juvenile  officers,  judges  and  school  personnel  in  the 
towns  we  serve;  Atkinson,  Danville,  Hampstead,  Kingston,  Newton,  Plaistow  and  Salem  show  that:  - 

1 )  There  is  an  increase  in  physical  and  verbal  violence  between  teens  and  between  teens  and  their 
parents. 

2)  That  many  of  the  families  have  multiple  issues  which  are  contributing  to  a  breakdown  in 
communication  and  an  escalation  of  anger,  creating  an  environment  in  which  teens  are  acting 
out. 

3)  The  ease  of  access  to  substances  and  the  role  modeling  that  they  observe  allow  substance  abuse 
to  occur  by  default. 

4)  The  greatest  increases  in  offenses  by  12  -  17  year  olds  are  offenses  involving  anger.  .     . 

5)  The  largest  growth  in  incidents  and  offenses  seen  in  the  schools  are  those  relating  to  anger, 
verbal  and  physical  violence  and  bullying. 

6)  The  schools  are  seeing  an  increase  in  the  number  of  re-offenders  in  incidents  relating  to  anger. 
(The  new  bullying  law,  will  more  than  likely  increase  the  number  of  juveniles  referred  to  our 
program). 

The  results  of  the  survey  plus  comments  from  the  families  we  have  served  led  us  to  apply  for  a  grant  that 
would  add  a  parent  component  to  the  anger  management  and  substance  use  classes.  The  thought  is  that  if 
we  give  the  parents  some  of  the  same  information  and  tools  as  we  give  their  youth,  plus  some  additional 
information  to  assist  them  with  alternative  ways  of  communicating  and  interacting  with  their  youth,  they 
will  be  able  to  create  positive  family  dynamics.  In  December  we  were  excited  to  learn  that  New 
Hampshire  Charitable  Foundation  had  funded  our  parenting  component,  which  will  start  in  January 
2002. 

We  have  conducted  peer  mediation  trainings  at  Hampstead  Middle  School  and  at  Timberlane  High 
School.  They  have  been  very  well  received  by  the  youth  and  with  the  school  personnel  who  indicate  it 
has  been  helpful  in  resolving  disputes.  We  are  continuing  to  adjust  our  curriculums  based  on  feedback 
from  the  participants  and  through  our  collaborative  efforts  with  other  agencies. 

We  facilitated  a  parent  -  child  mediation  training  in  the  fall  with  our  newly  revised  format,  which 
includes  five  hours  of  domestic  violence  training.  We  trained  nine  new  mediators.  We  have  also 
continued  a  bi  -  annual  newsletter  to  keep  volunteers  and  referral  sources  updated  on  agency 
happenings.  We  have  a  new  email  address:  info@familymediation.mv.com. 
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We  had  a  yard  sale  fundraiser  in  the  spring  that  raised  $1,166  for  the  agency.  Much  more  planning  was 
done  for  future  fundraising  events,  which  the  agency  will  benefit  from  in  the  next  fiscal  year. 

We  increased  the  number  of  Community  Service  sites  available  for  placing  the  youth. 

We  have  continued  to  work  with  other  community  agencies  and  entities.  We  gave  presentations  at 
Hampstead  Middle  School's  Project  Respect  and  Sanborn  Middle  School's  Project  Safeguard  on  anger 
management  and  the  mediation  process.  In  this,  as  with  our  other  programs,  we  received  very  positive 
feedback  with  participants  and  parents  very  pleased  with  the  quality  of  services  we  provide.  A  new 
Tobacco  Education  course  was  created  with  the  use  of  some  interactive  tools  and  was  presented  to  263 
students  of  Timberlane  Regional  Middle  School.  Agency  presentations  were  also  given  to  P.  A.  C.  E., 
Plaistow  Area  Commerce  Exchange  and  Rockingham  Visiting  Nurse  Association  in  association  with  the 
United  Way. 

The  agency  and  the  Board  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  all  the  volunteer  mediators  and  community 
service  site  supervisors  for  their  time  and  dedication  to  our  programs.  The  programs  could  not  function 
without  you.  A  special  thanks  to  "Jake"  and  Una  Collins  and  Patty  Macomber  whose  support  is 
unwavering.  Thank  you  to  all  the  Board  members  whose  efforts  assist  the  agency  to  serve  the 
community's  needs. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  Members,  Staff  and  Clients  of  Family  Mediation,  I  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Atkinson  for  their  support  during  the  past  year  and  look  forward  to 
your  continued  support  now  and  in  the  future.

Fire  Department 


In  the  past  year  the  Fire  Department  has  responded  to  447  calls  for  service,  both  fire  and  medical 
related.  We  continue  to  serve  the  public  in  as  a  professional  manner  as  possible.  The  members  of  the 
Fire  Department  have  logged  over  7,785  hours  in  training  and  responding  to  emergency  calls.  The  Fire 
Department  currently  has  a  roster  of  33  volunteers  trained  in  various  fields  related  to  the  fire  service.  We 
continue  to  actively  recruit  volunteers  to  help  with  safety  of  the  town.  Anyone  interested  please  take  the 
time  to  stop  by  the  station,  look  around  and  ask  questions. 

With  almost  two  years  in  our  new  building  we  are  finding  it  very  comfortable  and  very  well  planned. 
Only  minor  changes  have  been  made  since  we  moved  in.  Thank  you  again  for  supporting  this  project. 

Our  response  equipment  is  currently  made  up  of  three  pumpers,  one  rescue,  one  tanker,  two  utility  units 
and  one  command  unit.  All  units  are  in  well-maintained  and  excellent  working  order. 

As  the  growth  of  the  community  continues,  so  do  the  needs  of  the  fire  department.  The  Department  finds 
itself  in  a  position,  due  to  the  increase  of  call  volume  over  the  past  several  years,  to  start  compensating 
our  volunteers.  We  are  asking  you  to  support  this  years  Warrant  Article  #15  to  pay  our  dedicated 
volunteers  for  the  time  they  respond  to  calls  for  service  as  firefighters  and  emergency  medical  personnel. 

I  thank  you  again  for  your  generous  support  we  have  received  over  the  past  years  and  ask  you  for  your 
continued  support  in  the  future.

'd  like  to  start  off  by  thanking  all  the  Town's  people  who  supported  the  Highway  Department 
through  the  budgetary  season,  town  meeting  and  elections  and  throughout  the  year. 


It  truly  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee.  Both 
groups  gave  their  approval  for  the  budget  as  well  as  the  warrant  articles.  These  actions,  as  well  as  the 
voters,  allowed  our  Highway  Capital  Improvement  Plan  to  complete  its  third  year.  2001  warrant  article 
projects  included  Amberwood  Drive,  Dow  Avenue  and  Brendan  Road.  These  roads  were  reclaimed 
(pavement  pulverized),  gravel  supplemented,  and  repaved  with  3"  of  new  hot  top.  Drainage  was  updated 
and  improved.  Brendan  Road  had  an  improper  stump  dump  removed  from  the  right-of-way  which  was 
creating  sink  holes  as  well  as  making  the  pavement  fail.  Through  the  budget,  the  Town  also  repaved 
Crown  Hill  Road,  Brookside  Terrace,  parts  of  Island  Pond  Road  and  Line  Brook  Road.  Line  Brook 
Road  received  only  the  shim  portion  of  its  shim  and  overlay,  awaiting  the  completion  of  Timberlane 
School  construction.  Hopefully  this  road  will  receive  its  final  1 "  course  in  the  summer  of  2002. 

Speaking  of  2002,  the  upcoming  Capital  Improvement  Roads  will  be:  The  easterly  end  of  Coventry 
Road,  Stonewall  Terrace  and  Sunset  Drive.  These  roads  will  be  warrant  articles  and  have  already  been 
approved  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee.  The  only  thing  left  is  voter  approval,  which  is 
critical  not  only  for  the  people  who  live  on  those  roads,  but  also  those  who  live  on  the  roads  left  to  do  in 
the  remaining  six  years  of  the  Capital  Improvement  Plan. 

Road  maintenance  and  home  maintenance  have  a  lot  in  common.  No  one  likes  to  do  it,  but  we  do  it 
anyway  because  it's  the  responsible  thing  to  do. 

The  winter  of  2001  was  memorable,  to  say  the  least.  The  winter  had  over  100  inches  of  snow  and  lasted 
well  into  April.  I,  for  one,  truly  appreciated  the  warm  days  of  spring.  Removing  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  tons  of  snow  off  the  pavement  to  the  non-paved  portions  of  the  right-of-way  is  one  of  the  highest 
priority  jobs  the  Highway  Department  has.  Unfortunately,  it  creates  numerous  conflicts  between  the 
plow  operators  and  the  homeowner,  who  may  just  have  cleared  his  or  her  driveway  or  had  sprinkler 
heads  installed  at  the  edge  of  the  pavement.  No  one  plowing  for  this  Department  enjoys  these  conflicts, 
but  there  is  only  one  place  for  us  to  plow  the  snow.  I  ask  for  patience  and  understanding  from  you  and 
hope  you  know  that  my  drivers  and  I  respect  your  property  as  well  as  the  people  we  work  for. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  another  year  working  with  the  people  of  Atkinson.

One  of  the  stated  goals  of  the  Atkinson  Historical  Society  is  "to  restore,  replace  and  preserve  by 
any  method  necessary  historical  objects  of  any  kind,  such  as  monuments,  buildings,  gravestones, 
etc."  Being  ever  mindful  that  "charity  begins  at  home"  the  Society's  efforts  for  the  year  2001  were 
concentrated  on  preservation  of  the  Kimball  or  Reverend  Stephen  Peabody  House  where  the  Society 
makes  its  home. 

The  Reverend  Stephen  Peabody.  first  pastor  of  the  Atkinson  Congregational  Church,  and,  incidentally, 
the  first  full-time  paid  employee  of  the  town,  purchased  12  acres  of  land  from  Oliver  Knight  in  the  year 
1772,  and  proceeded  to  build  himself  a  home  for  his  wife  and  family.  The  language  of  the  deed 
preserves  a  right-of-way  for  "a  path  leading  to  the  Academy".  This  eventually  became,  and  remains 
Academy  Avenue. 

Time  had  taken  its  toll  on  the  Reverend  Peabody" s  house  in  the  229  years  since  its  beginning.  Although 
it  has  had  various  repairs  and  renovations,  the  building  had  reached  a  sad  state  -  sagging  sills  and 
flaking  paint  -  inside  and  out. 

In  building  the  budget  for  the  year  2001,  the  condition  of  the  building  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  by  the  Historical  Society  members.  Recognizing  the  importance 
of  preserving  the  heritage  of  the  town,  it  was  approved  that  money  be  put  in  the  maintenance  budget  for 
the  necessary  carpentry  work  and  painting  to  be  done. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  minor  odds  and  ends  the  work  is  now  complete.  The  building  sits  proudly 
on  its  knoll,  its  white  paint  gleaming  in  the  sum.  The  holes  in  the  foundation,  which  the  animals  found 
so  convenient  for  den  making,  are  no  more,  and  the  sills  are  straight  and  true. 

The  Atkinson  Historical  Society  members  would  like  to  say  a  heartfelt  "thank  you"  to  the  people  of  the 
town  for  their  support  and  to  issue  an  invitation  to  all  to  come  by  for  a  visit  on  any  Wednesday  afternoon 
from  2:00  to  4:00  PM  and  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month,  from  10:00  AM  until  2:00  PM.

I     he  year  2001  was  in  some  ways  a  difficult  one  for  the  Library: 

•  A  warrant  article  to  establish  and  fund  a  capital  reserve  for  a  new  library  was  defeated. 

•  We  continue  to  struggle  with  issues  related  to  the  operation  of  the  building  and  space  limitations. 

•  In  August  our  library  director  resigned. 
There  were  however,  several  significant  bright  spots: 

•  The  staff  of  the  library,  in  particular  our  assistant  director  Carolyn  Birr,  really  stepped  up  and 
maintained  all  the  functions  of  the  library  at  a  very  high  level. 

•  The  voters  were  kind  enough  to  approve  a  warrant  article  that  is  allowing  us  to  bring  all  library 
software,  hardware,  and  network  infrastructure  up  to  the  latest  levels.  Note  that  these 
expenditures  are  continuing  into  2002  and  almost  all  of  this  equipment  could  be  transferred  to  a 
new  library  when  it  is  built. 

•  A  long  and  thorough  search  process  for  a  new  library  director  yielded  an  excellent  selection  of 
final  candidates.  The  top  choice  became  the  new  director,  Dan  Walker,  who  comes  to  us  from 
the  western  U.  S.  and  has  a  resume  that  includes  special  (corporate)  and  public  libraries,  as  well 
as  owning  a  bookstore.  We  are  very  happy  to  have  Dan  on  board  and  we  plan  that  Dan  will  be 
highly  visible  to  the  town. 

In  2002,  while  there  are  not  warrant  articles  directly  related  to  a  new  library,  there  are  related  issues  we 
intend  to  push  during  the  election  and  in  the  upcoming  year.  The  trustees  felt  that  2002  was  not  the 
appropriate  time  to  put  forward  a  bond  issue,  but  are  confident  that  the  town  will  align  in  2003  for  a  new 
library. 

Support  of  the  library  continues  to  be  strong  with  successful  fundraisers  being  held  in  January  2001  and 
2002.  Many  thanks  to  Thea  Valvanis  and  others  for  really  making  these  a  big  hit  for  both  the  library  and 
the  attendees.  These  fundraisers  signaled  that  there  is  a  wellspring  of  goodwill  for  the  library,  which  we 
intend  to  draw  upon  in  a  future  capital  campaign.

The  2001  pace  of  development  has  continued  to  slow,  as  the  amount  of  available  and  developable 
land  has  been  reduced  by  the  activity  of  the  past  few  years.  New  subdivision  has  been  limited  to 
one  single  house  lot  and  Commercial  Site  Plans  have  consisted  of  3  expansions  to  existing  facilities,  as 
well  as  one  plan  for  storage  units  and  the  addition  of  one  antenna  on  a  wireless  communications  tower. 

The  Planning  Board  grappled  with  the  potential  for  misuse  and  abuse  of  the  Low-Moderate  Incentive 
Zoning,  and  reworded  sections  to  tighten  control  over  such  development.  Prior  to  this  there  had  been 
little  ability  to  control  the  units  developed  as  low-moderate  dwellings.  We  have  increased  our  ability  to 
monitor  the  sale  of  these  units  to  qualified  individuals,  as  intended  by  the  original  ordinance. 

Looking  forward  to  2002,  there  is  potential  for  continued  condominium  development  in  some  areas  of 
the  town.  The  Planning  Board  is  strongly  committed  to  assure  that  sufficient  and  accessible  Open  Space 
is  set  aside  within  these  developments,  with  appropriate  covenants. 

As  always,  the  Citizens  of  Atkinson  are  encouraged  to  attended  Planning  Board  hearings  and  workshops 
held  twice  monthly.  The  Town  will  benefit  from  citizen  awareness  of  the  process  and  your  participation 
is  always  welcomed.

During  the  year  of  2001  the  Police  Department  was  able  to  continue  to  have  one  of  the  lowest  crime 
rates  in  the  area.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  providing  regular  patrols  in  the  neighborhoods. 
By  having  constant  patrols  in  the  neighborhoods,  we  have  been  able  to  show  a  strong  police  presence 
and  thus  we  have  been  able  to  keep  crime  at  its  present  low  level. 

During  last  year  we  presented  many  programs  at  the  Academy  school.  Both  the  teachers  and  the  children 
have  accepted  our  presence,  and  we  are  planning  many  more  safety  programs  during  the  coming  year. 

Last  year  we  conducted  our  23''^  annual  coloring  contest  for  the  children  at  the  Academy  school.  We  had 
great  participation  from  the  children  and  they  really  appreciated  all  of  the  prizes  we  handed  out. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Officer  Don  Roberts,  we  are  now  able  to  have  a  complete  set  of  statistics  that  we 
can  compare  from  year  to  year.  He  was  able  to  put  together  a  software  program  that  provides  us  with  all 
of  the  officers"  reports.  During  2001  we  responded  to  1,046  complaints  and  calls  for  services.  This 
figure  does  not  include  any  motor  vehicle  stops  or  arrests.  Some  of  these  complaints  are  as  follows:

For  2002  we  are  proposing  that  the  voters  allow  us  to  hire  our  fifth  full-time  officer.  Most  towns  of  our 
size  are  employing  six  to  eight  full-time  officers.  We  no  longer  are  able  to  hire  part-time  day  coverage. 
This  puts  a  strain  on  the  full-time  day  duty  officer.  He  cannot  be  in  two  places  at  the  same  time.  He 
cannot  follow  up  on  cases  and  also  be  in  the  neighborhoods  patrolling  our  streets.  We  only  have  one 
officer  on  duty  at  any  given  time.  Most  departments  have  at  least  two  officers  on  duty  during  all  shifts. 
We  now  have  the  opportunity  to  receive  a  federal  grant  that  will  provide  us  with  up  to  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars  over  the  next  three  years.  All  of  the  officers  are  asking  the  voters  to  support  this  very 
important  warrant  article. 

In  August  of  this  year  I  will  be  celebrating  my  thirty-fourth  (34)  year  as  a  member  of  the  Police 
Department.  Over  the  years  I  have  seen  a  lot  of  changes  within  the  Police  Department.  One  of  our 
biggest  changes  has  been  in  providing  the  residents  with  the  services  that  they  are  requesting.  This  is  the 
main  reason  that  1  am  requesting  that  the  voters  support  our  request  and  vote  in  favor  of  hiring  our  fifth 
full-time  patrol  officer. 

I  have  in  the  past  and  will  continue  in  the  future  to  make  myself  available  to  any  Atkinson  resident,  day 
or  night.  I  can  be  reached  at  the  Police  Station  at  362-4001,  or  at  my  residence  at  362-5627.  All 
members  of  the  Police  Department  are  dedicated  in  providing  the  residents  of  Atkinson  with  the  most 
efficient  and  professional  police  services  possible.  Please  drive  defensively,  love  and  respect  thy 
neighbor,  and  make  2002  a  safe,  memorable  and  enjoyable  year.
